Be- 
fore his death, Ting ordered some 
very fine hardwood for a casket 
for himecif and his wife. A fortune 
teller was invited. to choose avsuit- 
able place for the construction of 
the family tomb and-a place was 
selected near by. On this piece of 
land, there was built «a. stately 
tomb, without equal in Pootung, 
After. the denth of Ting and his 
wife, their descendants, in  accor- 
dance’ with the’ terms of his will, 
placed the bodies ‘in ‘the caskets 
alrendy made ond later in o speci- 
“ally constructed — tomb, ‘pround 
which were planted pines and 
cedars. : 
. A Mighty Tomb, 

. » During the Taiping rebellion, 
“Tin's family were robbed of their 
propertics and subsequently became 
yery poor, At the ‘present time, 
the seventh generation has -been 


reached and there remain only two" 


brothers to uphold the name. These 
.two had become so poor that they 
were compelled to sell the land on 
which the tomb was built, for 8370. 
Before handing over posscssion of 
the land, the brothers’ engaged 
coolies to remove the tomb, but this 
waseao strongly built that it took 
five days to tcar away the walls. 
However, they were pulled down 
‘after muck -hard labour and un- 
derneath, were found ten coffins, 
some of which had decayed. Two
